case after adultery exposure 


I f rookie Orange County Superior Court 
Judge Scott Steiner ultimately doesn’t 
escape his predicament involving allega¬

2012, as the begin¬ 
ning of the end. 

Just after lunch 
that day, Steiner 
opened a hearing 
into the district 
attorney’s prelimi¬ 
nary investigation 
of one of Southern 
California’s most politically charged 
questions: Did police-union forces 
use illegal methods in hopes of 
sabotaging Jim Righeimer when 
a private investigator called 911 in 
August 2012 to falsely report the 
Costa Mesa city councilman for 
drunk driving? 

At the time, the private investiga¬ 
tor, Christopher Lanzillo, worked 
for an Upland law firm known to 
practice hardball tactics represent¬ 
ing police unions, including the one 
for Costa Mesa cops. Righeimer, a 
conservative Republican, has made 
it a top priority to fight local police- 
union demands for more lucrative 
benefit and pay packages. Lanzillo 
saw Righeimer drinking at Skosh 
Monahan’s, then claimed he wit¬ 
nessed him stumble out of the 
bar and drive home erratically 
for several miles. When an officer 
lured Righeimer out of his house 
to check for intoxication, he dis¬ 
covered the councilman was sober 
because, as a bar receipt showed, 
he’d only consumed two Diet Cokes. 

With that background, let’s return to 
Steiner’s second-floor courtroom, where 
the judge was on the verge of announcing 
a crucial, early decision about whether 
the fruits of government search warrants 
executed against Lanzillo and a second 
private investigator, Scott Impola, could be 
handed over to the prosecution as evidence 
or deemed confidential, attorney-client 
records between the Pis and the aforemen¬ 
tioned police-union firm, Lackie, Dam- 
meier, McGill & Ethir. 

Whether by fate or the grotesque inter¬ 
nal machinations of Orange County’s pow- 
erbrokers, Steiner got the Righeimer matter 
even though A) both the judge and council¬ 
man grew up together in the small circle 
of local conservative activists; B) Steiner 
is a former Tony Rackauckas staffer who 
enjoyed the DA’s endorsement for judge; C) 


Christopher Duff, a deputy DA assigned to 
the case, is a longtime Steiner pal; and D) 
Steiner sought and received the endorse¬ 
ment of the Costa Mesa cop union, one of 21 
local law-enforcement-employees unions 
that sided with him in the 2010 election. In 
other words, the judge had personal con¬ 
nections to just about everyone in the case, 
and to his credit, he didn’t hide those ties. 

But as Steiner was preparing to side 
with his old boss on the search-warrant 
issues involving cell-phone records sur¬ 
rounding the DUI call, the police- 
union law firm made a breath- 
takingly bold move that alerted 
the judge of another potential 
conflict of interest, one so 
embarrassing it ultimately shut 


that relationship. The court has no contact 
with that individual today. I’m not under 
the impression that individual has any con¬ 
nection to this case.” 

He then asked Castillo if there was 
“anything else that needs to be said for 
the record?” 

She replied, “Other than what was ref¬ 
erenced in chambers, your honor, I don’t 
believe that I need to go further.” 

Steiner then asked Anthony Kimbirk, the 
defense lawyer for Impola, if he saw a con¬ 
flict of interest from the revelation. 

“As long as the court believes neither side 
is getting a leg up, and if the court indicates 
it’s something old and not anything more.. 

. I have no clear objection,” said Kimbirk. 

“I can indicate, sir, it has been several 
years since I have even seen Ms. 
Castillo’s former room¬ 
mate,” Steiner said. “I 
can assure you—as 
I would anyone 
who comes in my 
i courtroom, any 
* defendant, any 
potential defen¬ 
dant, any attorney— 
that I endeavor to 
do exactly what you 
described. I would never 
give anyone a leg up.” 
Steiner, the son 
of ex-OC Repub¬ 
lican supervisor 
Bill Steiner, then 
reasserted that 



down the hearing. Lackie, Dammeier’s 
Kasey A. Castillo hadn’t appeared at any 
of the previous five hearings in the case. 
She didn’t appear in any of the subsequent 
four hearings either. Castillo had a one- 
hearing task: pierce Steiner’s black-robed, 
ethical invulnerability. 

Before the start of the hearing, the judge 
met Castillo, a 2005 Chapman University 
School of Law graduate, outside of public 
view in his chambers, where she reminded 
him that eight years earlier—while the 
then-prosecutor enjoyed a side gig work¬ 
ing part-time as a Chapman law profes¬ 
sor—he’d cheated on his wife with Castillo’s 
roommate, another law-school student. 

A flustered Steiner emerged from cham¬ 
bers, took the bench and cryptically said 
on the record, “The court doesn’t feel that 
there’s any conflict that exists by virtue of 


because of his campaign ties to police 
unions, his conflicts aren’t one-sided. 

“That, the court has disclosed, certainly, 
yes,” Kimbirk replied. 

The judge then tried to steer the hearing 
back to the attorney-client work-product 
claims on documents nabbed during DA 
searches, but he was so rattled by the adul¬ 
tery revelation he couldn’t remember what 
records had already been released to pros¬ 
ecutors. “We’ve had so many hearings on 
this I have sort of forgotten,” Steiner said. 
“I apologize.” 

Deputy District Attorney Robert Mest- 
man reminded Steiner that at a prior hear¬ 
ing, the government took Lanzillo’s cell¬ 
phone records with court permission. 

“I don’t remember doing that,” the 
judge replied. 

About a minute later, Steiner told the 


lawyers to remain in the courtroom and 
retreated alone to his chambers. When he 
returned, he solemnly declared that ques¬ 
tions about his potential personal biases are 
“a growing issue” in the case. 

“It’s not a question of what I think might 
be the issue,” the judge said. “It’s a question 
of what a reasonable person might think.... 
I would never shirk my constitutional obli¬ 
gation, but I think this needs to happen.” 

He then recused himself. 

(Another judge working with a special 
master later gave prosecutors most of the 
records they sought; no charges have been 
filed against Lanzillo or Impola—both for¬ 
mer cops—though the case remains open.) 

In late February, four months after 
Castillo’s revelation, Chapman officials 
notified the DA’s office that one of its stu¬ 
dents—not the same woman identified by 
Castillo—claimed to have had a lengthy, 
quid pro quo sexual affair with Steiner, 
who helped to land her a prosecutor’s job 
within the past year. The job didn’t last, 
and feelings were hurt. 

Susan Kang Schroeder, Rackauckas’ chief 
of staff and a close friend of Steiner’s, said 
the DA’s office immediately alerted the 
California Attorney General’s office of the 
news from Chapman and recused the office 
from the case. University officials decline 
to comment on the record. Sheriff Sandra 
Hutchens personally endorsed Steiner’s 
judge candidacy; her deputies are 
investigating his conduct. 
Supervisor Todd Spitzer, 
himself a former Steiner 
colleague, said he expects a 
“thorough” probe. 

According to sources, the 
complaining woman—whose 
identity the Weekly is not 
revealing at this point—asserted 
she can describe the judge’s 
penis in detail, as well as an 
alleged favored location for

inside the judge’s cham¬ 
ber. Apparently, the sofa 
squeaked too much. 

I’ve been told investiga¬ 
tors want to know if judi¬ 
cial ethics may have been 
violated if the judge and his 
alleged prosecutor- cum- 
sex-partner conducted court business with¬ 
out opposing defense lawyers knowing of 
the intimacy—and how many other female 
lawyers or government employees might be 
involved in shenanigans. 

Steiner, who has been transferred to 
more trivial cases in the Fullerton court¬ 
house, hasn’t responded to reporter inqui¬ 
ries. Though no charges have been filed 
against him, he has retained stern-faced, 
veteran Costa Mesa criminal defense law¬ 
yer Paul S. Meyer. 

Meyer, you may recall, represented 
another OC conservative activist who once 
worked in the DA’s office, became a close 
aide to Congressman Dana Rohrabacher, 
and is now a convicted child molester who 
targeted sex with seventh- and eighth-grade 
boys: disbarred attorney Jeffrey Ray Nielsen.

MT he purpose of nature is to 
utilize it, not to look at it,” 

I 37-year-old Buena Park resi¬ 
dent Matt Teutimez says, as he and his 
father stand in the middle of the Bolsa 
Chica wetlands during a crisp, winter 
morning. All around them, suburban¬ 
ites zip along the ecological preserve’s 
cement-covered paths, strolling, jogging, 
walking dogs, basking in what Teutimez 
considers holy land under siege. 

Off in the distance is suburban sprawl, 
inching closer and closer. Nearby is a 
graded mesa of dirt, the proposed site 
for a luxury community designed by 
Hearthside Homes. In 2005, construc¬ 
tion workers unearthed the remains of 
174 people, the ancestors of the Teuti- 
mezes and hundreds of others in Orange 
and Los Angeles counties. Here stood a 
village that held special significance for 
the people who called themselves Kizh 
but whom the Spaniards called Gabri- 
elenos, after the mission they herded 
them into during the 18th and 19th 
centuries. When activists demanded 
Hearthside halt construction to properly 
reinter the dead and take scope of the 
stunning discovery, a Hearthside vice 
president dismissed their concerns as 
“just another obstacle to overcome” 
and carried on with construction for 
a planned development where 
new residents are promised 
“an intimate connection 
with nature.” 
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THE RETURN OF THE NATIVES 
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This morning, though, standing by a fence with 
“KEEP OUT” signs serving as sentries, Teutimez 
and his father are busy doing what their ances¬ 
tors did for hundreds of years: identifying wildlife, 
examining plants and discussing their uses. Matt, 
a biologist, says the area is so fertile he can make 
a full meal from the bounty that grows beyond the 
wire fence and never go hungry: nasturtium, sting¬ 
ing nettle, salt bush, elderberries, among other 
native plants. 

“This habitat is unique because you would have 
fresh water from the Santa Ana River and salt 
water,” he says. “There would have been an abun¬ 
dance of animals and plants, clams, mussels, aba- 
lone. This area is perfect for a village.” 

But Teutimez cannot legally harvest this bounty; 
though this was his ancestors’ land for generations, 
he now has no claim to it. 

Nevertheless, he and others try. Remain¬ 
ing descendants of the Gabrielenos in Orange 
County and beyond are gamely trying to retain 
and revive their heritage via actions sweeping 
and subtle: by mapping out old village sites, by 
reconstructing languages and customs through 
a combination of archive searches and word-of- 
mouth stories, by protesting loudly whenever 
another development unearths a part of their 
past and treats it as just another shovel of dirt or 
opportunists come to divide and conquer. Fear 
burned into the subconscious of elders from past 
slaughters of California Indians kept generations 
of Gabrielenos living in the shadows. But this 
new wave is proud and ready to save what is left 
of its culture—and with only about 650 docu¬ 
mented Gabrielenos left, many middle-aged to 
elderly, time is running short. 

“You can’t separate them in the Indian mind,” 
Teutimez says of nature and spirituality, of his 
people’s Bolsa Chica and Southern California. “Our 
ancestors never thought they could do it better than

widely used term “Tongva,” saying it’s not really 
a word, but rather an Anglo bastardization of the 
name the village Toviscangna. 

“There is no such thing as ‘Tongva,’” Salas 
explains. “It wasn’t who we were. My grandmother 
was born in 1912, and she never used that word.” 

But they’re almost universally known as Gabri¬ 
elenos—even among tribal members—due to the 
longtime repression and stigma attached to being 
Indian in Southern California. The Catholic Church 
forced the Kizh into servitude at Mission San 
Gabriel upon its inception in 1771 and changed their 
religion and names, banning the old ways under 
threat of the whip and eternal damnation. Things 
only got worse after the decline of the missions 
with Mexican independence, then the conquest of 
California after the 1848 Mexican-American War. 
Upon its admittance into the Union, it was legal, 
even encouraged under California law to harass 
Native Americans to the point of death. “You actu-

God. They accepted what God gave them, and God 
gave them plenty. Now what we’ve said is ‘We can 
do it better.’” 


T he Gabrielenos are associated primarily with 
Los Angeles County because their villages 
in what’s now Orange County fell under the 
domain of LA in the days of the padres. But they 
thrived across north, central and coastal OC. Local 
villages included Lopuuknga, Hotuuknga, Pasbenga 
and Motuucheynga, located roughly where Costa 
Mesa, Fullerton, Santa Ana and Seal Beach, respec¬ 
tively, now exist. Gabrieleno domain extended to 
Aliso Creek, where they had close ties with their 
neighbors to the south, the Acjachemen, or Juane- 
nos, says Andy Tautimez Salas, Matt’s cousin and 
chairman of the Kizh-Gabrieleno. Salas and oth¬ 
ers recently learned their pre-colonial ancestors 
referred to themselves as the Kizh (pronounced 
“keech,” a name derived from their homes, built 
with willow-branch roofs) and now disavow the

ally got money for Indian scalps/’ says 
Nikishna Polequaptewa, a Hopi from 
northern Arizona who is the direc¬ 
tor of the American Indian Resource 
Center at UC Irvine. 

Legalized racism and violence 
against Gabrielenos and other Cali¬ 
fornia Indians into the early 20th 
century forced them to assimilate as a 
means of survival. Matt’s father, John 
Teutimez, a retired, 25-year veteran 
of the Santa Ana Police Department, 
says his own father had to choose 
between his identity and feeding his 
family. “My dad would say he was 
Mexican because if he told anyone he 
was Indian, he couldn’t get any work,” 
John says. “They wanted to assimilate 
us because they didn’t want to deal 
with us.” 

As a result, Gabrielenos took 
Spanish names, intermarried with 
Mexicans and, if asked, would say 
they were anything but Indian. In the 
process, vast troves of Kizh culture, 
language and knowledge were lost, 
and the fear of being discovered as 
an Indian was passed down to future 
generations. 

“My parents told me, ‘Never let 
them know you’re Native American,”’ 
says 81-year-old Ernie Teutimez Salas, 
of San Gabriel. He’s Andy’s father, 
Matt’s uncle, and the tribe’s chief 
and spiritual leader. He functions as 
a bridge to past generations, telling 


word-of-mouth stories passed down 
among his family members. An ances¬ 
tor, Saturnina Ochoa, was one of the 
few survivors of an infamous 1821 
massacre by Mexican soldiers that 
nearly wiped out the entire Gabrieleno 
community. “They would slaughter 
any of us. They wanted to get rid of us 
one way or another.” 

Nevertheless, Gabrieleno families 
quietly, secretly kept memories, sto¬ 
ries and their Indian identity alive. 

The elder Salas remembers going to 
the Patton Ranch near Pasadena to 
visit relatives as a child and attending 
nighttime Gabrieleno meetings there 
under the protection of Benjamin Wil¬ 
son, General George Patton’s grandfa¬ 
ther. But public displays of Gabrieleno 
identity were frowned upon through 
most of the 20th century; past expe¬ 
riences were still raw in the tribe’s 
psyche. 

The Salases finally broke their 
silence about who they are and what 
they’ve been through after an ugly 
public fallout over a proposed Indian 
gaming casino. In 1998, Santa Monica 
attorney Jonathan Stein and a self- 
identified Gabrieleno named Sam 
Dunlap approached the tribe, dangling 
the carrot of vast gambling profits. 
Before that, there was only one group, 
led by Ernie Salas, Andy says. 

“Stein sold the elders on a casino,” 
he says. “Throughout their lives, they 
lived through hardship; they were 
poor. So they just followed him.”

The Gabrielenos already had an 
established nonprofit that worked 
as the legal branch of the tribe, but 
schisms soon followed. People who 
were not Gabrielenos began med¬ 
dling in tribal affairs, dollar signs in 
their eyes. Soon Stein and Dunlap 
were at odds and formed their own 
groups; others followed suit. The 
fallout was a decade of lawsuits 
and bitter fighting; nowadays, a 
half-dozen groups call themselves 
“Tongva,” “Gabrieleno” or a combi¬ 
nation of both, claiming to be the one 
true voice of the tribe and its legacy. 

“Finally, I said, Tf I don’t get up 
and speak about what I know is true 
and what I know as a native about 
my family, no one is ever going to 
know,”’ Andy Salas recalls. “That’s 
why these [troublemakers] were 
able to take this over—because none 
of us stood up for what we should 
have defended.” 

As Salas became more assertive, 
others followed his lead. Matt Teu- 
timez credited the renewed surge 
in the tribe to his cousin, a veritable 
walking encyclopedia of Gabrieleno 
knowledge and local history with 
boundless energy. 

“Without our family contacting us, 
we would have been living our own 
little lives, never knowing about the 
tribe,” he says. “I said, Til help out 
with my biological knowledge; my 
dad has police work and legal knowl¬ 
edge.’” They’ve also teamed with vet¬ 
erinarian Christina Swindall and Tim 
Poyorena Miguel, the tribe’s historian 
and archivist. 

“I started seeing people dropping 
and dying and people getting taken 
advantage of, and dad’s sick because 
the tribe got overtaken—it hurt me,” 
Salas says. “I said, ‘No, I’m not going 
to let up. I’m going to take it all the 
way. It’s not done yet.’” 

J ust as Spaniards, Mexicans and 
Anglos alike worked to rid Cali¬ 
fornia of its native people, the rav¬ 
ages of progress continue their work. 
Time and again, Gabrielenos find 
themselves standing on the sidelines, 
powerlessly watching as develop¬ 
ers stumble onto ancient graves and 
sacred sites, then pave over them 
with little thought for the past. 

The Bolsa Chica Mesa controversy 
is the latest fight. Though it’s one of 
Southern California’s last wetland 
habitats, private developers have long 
desired to plop multimillion-dollar 
homes there. 

“This has been a generational 
fight,” says Chris Lobo, outgoing tribal 
councilman for the Acjachemen- 
Juaneno Indians, vocal opponents of 
the project. “It was a very significant 
site, and it’s been known about for 
decades. It was a very ancient, histori¬ 
cal, powerful, spiritual place.” 

In the 1980s, developers earned 
permits to do an investigation of 
the grounds and “data recovery” at 
the site, says Teresa Henry, district 
manager for the California Coastal 
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Commission. “All through the 
’90s, they didn’t find any burials,” 
she says. “They weren’t expecting 
to find anything.... By the time 
they came in 2005 [for a develop¬ 
ment permit], there was no way 
we could have stopped the work 
that was already permitted. Some 
of the opposition filed a revocation 
request, but that was unsuccessful 
because the grounds for revocation 
are very narrow—they would have 
had to have known [in advance] 
there were burials there.” 

Land grading by Hearthside Homes 
in 2005 uncovered a massive find that 
shocked even Gabrielenos and Juane- 
nos. While digging up the ground, 
archaeologists discovered it was not 
only a village, but also a regional 
religious destination that predated 
the Egyptian pyramids and Impe¬ 
rial China—more than 9,000 years of 
continual living. Along with almost 
200 human burials and animal burials 
(including a dolphin), there was an 
unusually rich array of artifacts such 
as cogged stones, crystals and other 
religious instruments, as well as evi¬ 
dence of building structures. 

“The site was of international sig¬ 
nificance—it was very unique,” says 
Dave Singleton, program analyst for 
the California Native American Heri¬ 
tage Commission. He is charged by 
the state with monitoring sacred sites. 
“It was very impressive—you’re talk¬ 
ing about 10,000 artifacts at least, all 
different varieties.” 

Despite its cultural significance, 
Hearthside obliterated the terrain. 
“They destroyed the site,” Singleton 
says, “and after this destruction, we’re 
seeing how important it was.” 

The artifacts were photographed 
and cataloged, and the remains were 
reburied on a different part of the site, 
Henry says. “Based on the preliminary 
information [Hearthside] had, they 
thought it was a seasonal village, not a 
place of permanent inhabitance. Had 
the commission had the correct infor¬ 
mation, they would have taken differ¬ 
ent action” and banned Hearthside 
from further development. 

The Hearthside fiasco highlighted 
a significant problem for the Gabri¬ 
elenos and other Southern California 
tribes: Even in the present day—when 
California law has been crafted to be 
more sympathetic to ancient human 
remains and native concerns— 
wealthy real-estate investors and 
property owners with keen interest 
in preventing Native Americans from 
claiming any part of their ancestral 
territory continually win. And it 
doesn’t help the Gabrielenos’ plight 
that their ancestral lands sit on some 
of the highest-priced real estate in 
the United States. 

“When you deal with densely 
populated areas, that’s where poli¬ 
tics really matter,” UCI’s Polequa- 
ptewa says. “They’re in some of the 
most affluent, wealthy and powerful 
areas of the country, regardless of 
right or wrong.” 

State law recommends developers 
have a Native American monitor on¬ 
site during land grading, and develop- 
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ers are supposed to halt construction 
and contact local law enforcement 
when remains are found. If the bones 
are determined to be Indian, authori¬ 
ties contact the Native American 
Heritage Commission (NAHC), which 
then selects from a list of most likely 
descendants (better known by the 
acronym MLDs) a group to send to 
the site to tell the developer how the 
remains should be treated. 

But that doesn’t mean much. 
Developers can hire anyone they 
want, and the annals of Indian moni¬ 
tors in Southern California develop¬ 
ment are rife with accusations of 
sell-outs and charlatans. According 
to Singleton, MLDs don’t even have 
to be Indian, but can be “representa¬ 
tives” of Indian tribes that magically 
form when there’s money to be made 
from being native. It dates back to 
the vagaries of the 1928 California 
Indian Jurisdictional Act: What was 
intended to redress broken prom¬ 
ises of goods and land to Native 
Americans with a money settlement 
instead became a free-for-all in 
which all that was required to cash 
in was to self-identify. 

“Half the people who applied 
and got approved in Orange County 
weren’t even Indian,” says Lorraine 
Escobar, a genealogist who special¬ 
izes in Native American ancestry. 
Some of those non-Indians with 
CDIB cards (“certificates of degree of 
Indian blood,” issued by the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs) show up at burial sites 
with developers as paid monitors, 
while others appear on the NAHC’s 
MLDs list even though they have no 
Indian blood. And there’s no process 
to kick them off the NAHC’s list, even 
though Salas, Lobo and others have 
complained repeatedly about certain 
individuals for years. 

“You’ve got people who are claim¬ 
ing to be Indian, making dispositions 
of ancestors’ bodies, burial goods and 
artifacts, who are not experts, who are 
just people willing to sign off and get 
paid off by land developers to develop 
a site, whether it’s culturally signifi¬ 
cant or not,” Lobo says. 

And the most tragic part: Even if 
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the monitor is legitimate, develop¬ 
ers ultimately don’t need to care. In 
the most recent Gabrieleno example, 
work continued for months after 
remains were discovered in 2010 
on the grounds of La Placita Olvera 
in downtown Los Angeles during 
construction of the county’s new 
LA Plaza de Cultura y Artes, even 
though the NAHC demanded a 
halt. That same year, the Califor¬ 
nia Coastal Commission fined a 
family trust that owned land near 
Bolsa Chica and wanted to turn it 
into homes worth $430,000 each 
and ordered it to rebury artifacts 
and restore areas disturbed after it 
unearthed artifacts. 

“Sometimes it’s cheaper to pay a 
fine than it is to stop a development,” 
Polequaptewa says. 

The Gabrielenos’ hand would be 
significantly strengthened in defend¬ 
ing against such desecrations if they 
were federally recognized, but the 
American government has refused 
to do so, ironically claiming there 
aren’t enough “real” Gabrielenos to 
justify such a move. Out of continu¬ 
ous frustration over this issue, and 
after learning hard lessons from the 
casino disaster, Salas has enlisted the 
help of Escobar (herself a California 
Indian of Esselen and Rumsen lin¬ 
eage) to track down the ancestry of 
people claiming Gabrieleno descent 
but who don’t have it and publicly 
call them out. 

Salas says such a step is necessary 
for self-preservation of the tribe. 
“They’re desecrating our sacred 
villages and interfering in Indian 
affairs,” he explains. 

These incidents have led to seri¬ 
ous bad blood. Every year, a Native 
American powwow is held on the 
grounds of Long Beach State Univer¬ 
sity. In the 1990s, the university and 
developers planned to build a strip 
mall over the site of a sacred natu¬ 
ral spring that once burbled where 
the western edge of the university 
grounds lie, in what was the Gabri¬ 
eleno village of Puvunga. But Native 
Americans and professors cam-

Finlandia VodHa Mooter Taster! 


OC WEEKLY: Your job sounds idyllic. Is 
it as fun as it sounds? 

MARKKU RAITTINEN: No its much 
more fun than it sounds! It truly is the 
best job in the world. Sometimes travel¬ 
ing 160 days a year is hard, but I tell my 
friends that I don’t ‘have’ to travel, I am 
‘allowed’ to travel. 

OCW: What are your responsibilities as a 
Master Taster and Global Ambassador? 
MR: I’m in charge of training Finlandia’s 
other trainers, and I run tastings for dif¬ 
ferent audiences. The main problem is 
that consumers and trade people believe 
that premium vodkas are all the same. 

But of course they are not. My job is to 
study vodka and tell its story, and increase 
people’s knowledge of it. 

OCW: What’s the most exotic place 
you’ve been to spread the good word of 
Finlandia? 

MR: New Zealand is the farthest away 
that I’ve gone and it’s a very exciting place 
to travel. Incredibly beautiful. The most 
remote place I’ve been is Khabarovsk in 
Russia, 900 miles east of Moscow. 

OCW: Why would you go to Russia to 
educate people on vodka? Aren’t they the 
vodka experts? 

MR: (Laughs) That is a good question. I’ve 
heard it before. Someone told me once, 
‘Never tell a mother how to raise babies’ 
But I find that Russians know a lot about 
Russian vodka, but not the other types. 

No matter where people live, they like to 
learn about the how and why of vodka, 
and what makes a beautiful product like 
Finlandia different. 

OCW: So what makes Finlandia better 
than other top-shelf vodkas like Ketel 
One, Belvedere and Grey Goose? 

MR: Well, first thing, I’ll never say that 
Finlandia is ‘better’ than other vodkas. I 
tell people that taste is a matter of opinion, 
so no one can ever tell you something is 
better than anything else. But what makes 
Finlandia different is its purity, and that is 
something you can measure in a labora¬ 
tory. You can break down and compare 
vodkas, and when you do, Finlandia 
is always the purest. It is a light, sharp 
vodka, but if you prefer a rich, bold type 
of vodka, you’d probably prefer something 
like Absolut. 

OCW: What are the different types of 
vodka? 


MR: There are three basic types, and we 
refer to them as A, B, and C. Again, this 
has nothing to do with quality or which 
is better, but just describes the different 
styles. ‘A’ vodkas are typically the Russian 
vodkas, which have a bit of spiciness, 
maybe some white and black pepper 
notes. Sometimes these vodkas are made 


with sugar and have sweet tones. ‘B’ vod¬ 
kas I compare to Spanish wines or white 
grappa- they are very round, bold, and 
have grain elements, like fresh bread or 
un-aged whiskey. Finlandia is an example 
of a ‘C’ vodka: light, crispy and neutral, 
with less nose. 

OCW: What is Finlandia made from? 

M R: Barley. It has a very high starch level 


so there is a greater yield of alcohol and 
less oils. 

OCW: What do oils do to vodka? 

MR: Vodka with high oil content would 
be an Absolut or something like that: 
more roundness and a richer texture. You 
can almost bite into them. 


OCW: You hold tastings all over the 
world. How many people usually attend? 
MR: Well, it depends. I’ve done one-on- 
one and I’ve presented to 600 people. But 
a good number is around 20 or 30. That 
way I can have a personal connection with 
the people. Any number over that and it’s 
hard to maintain that connection. 


OCW: Describe a tasting for us. How 
does it work? 

MR: It works like a wine tasting- you have 
tasting glasses or white wine glasses. We 
bring examples of the three styles of vodka 
and keep them at room temperature. 

The idea is not to enjoy the vodkas like 
it’s a social event, but to study them like 
it’s a learning experience. We dilute the 
samples with water, half and half, because 
an 80-proof spirit will kill the nose. And 
of course it’s a blind tasting so there’s no 
bias. 

OCW: You are an award-winning 
bartender and you oversee bartending 
competitions. What are the three most im¬ 
portant skills or characteristics one must 
have to be good drink-slinger? 

MR: 

1- You have to enjoy being around people. 
Customers are not there to look at you, 
but at the same time you’re there to 
entertain them. You must be able to read 
customers and their moods and needs. 

2- Know your stuff. Know what’s going on 
in the world of spirits, what the current 
trends are. 

3- Creativity. Don’t be afraid of experi¬ 
menting and trying new mixtures. 

OCW: What about speed? Isn’t that 
important? 

MR: Yes it is, and at the end of day you’re 
there to make money for the house. But I 
wouldn’t sacrifice people skills for speed. 

If you don’t know how to work with 
people, you won’t make money for the 
house in the long term. You have to know 
when it’s time to talk and interact with 
people and when it’s time to speed up and 
make the business work. 

OCW: : As the Finlandia’s Global Ambas¬ 
sador, you must also be an ambassador 
of Finland itself. Tell us how the place 
reinforces the brand 
MR: Honestly, it’s everything. I believe 
Finland is the purest place in earth. There 
are something like 188,000 lakes, and the 
water is untouched. The Finlandia stills 
don’t need to filter the water, and they 
don’t affect the surrounding environ¬ 
ment. Our culture does a wonderful job 
of balancing natural purity with modern 
technology. 

OCW: Markku, it has been purely educa¬ 
tional. Thanks for the knowledge! 

MR:It was my pleasure. Stay in touch!

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paigned successfully to save it. Ernie 
Salas was one of the activists who 
helped to save it from development. 

“That’s very important to us,” he 
says. “It belonged to the Gabrieleno 
Kizh Indian. They lived there, and 
they died there. We go there and 
look at it and see it doesn’t belong to 
us anymore.” 

Despite the victory, Salas claims his 
group of Gabrielenos is banned from 
the annual powwow. “They don’t 
invite us, and they keep our family 
away because they know we are who 
we are,” he says. “That’s their way of 
keeping people who want to know 
the truth about the Gabrieleno away 
from it.” 

It’s vital tribes stand together, 
especially in California, where hun¬ 
dreds of tribes, some of them tiny, 
are pitted against one another for 
resources, Polequaptewa says. “The 
most important thing is to carry on 
your language and traditions. It’s not 
about blood quantum; it’s about tradi¬ 
tional participation,” she says. “That’s 
what makes us who we are, and that’s 
our greatest strength.” 

“If we don’t step up to the plate 
today, it’s over; it’s done,” Salas says. 
“Enough is enough, and that’s the bot¬ 
tom line. It is my responsibility.” 

F rom a hilltop on the eastern 
border of Walnut Park in the 
San Gabriel Valley, Andy Salas 
points out the old villages—Asusangna 
(now the city of Azusa), Alupkangna, 
Acuangna, Hahamongna, Tobingna. 
All of them were former Kizh settle¬ 
ments, and where Salas stood was the 
former town of Winingna. Off in the 
distance, just visible through bluish 
fog, is Yangna—now better known as 
downtown Los Angeles. From this 
hill, Salas says, the Winingna commu¬ 
nity could see what all their neighbors 
were up to and who was coming for 
a visit. 

On a late summer day last year, 

Salas and a handful of fellow Kizh led 
the way through Winingna, describ¬ 
ing how the villagers learned through 
thousands of years of trial and error 
to use their landscape for survival. 

The term “Winingna” roughly means 
the place where pestles and mortars 
for food preparation were made; to 
this day, the porous, lava-like rock the 
Kizh used for tools is found by the 
creek and willow trees whose leaves 
roofed Kizh homes. 

Salas begins to explain the old 
ways. Under what’s now a 57 free¬ 
way overpass at Via Verde Street, 
the Winingna Kizh would hunt 
rabbits. They’d bathe in natural 
hot springs at modern-day Frank 
G. Bonnelli Regional Park in San 
Dimas. According to Salas, nature’s 
bounty was seen as a gift; this led to 
a culture of gift giving and mindset 
of reciprocity. Taking care of the 
land and one another ensured the 
tribe’s survival. 

“This area is plentiful with food. 
People just don’t know it or don’t 
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know how to prepare it,” Matt Teu- 
timez says. “A lot of cures to our ail¬ 
ments are right around us.” 

Picking leaves and crumbling dried 
blossoms in his hand to release sage 
or vanilla-like scents, he hypoth¬ 
esizes that based on the abundance 
of aromatic plants in the region, his 
ancestors must have placed empha¬ 
sis on fragrances. Their diets, he 
assumes, were probably similar to 
that of the Japanese—a lot of vegeta¬ 
tion and ocean life, considering their 
temperate climate and proximity to 
the sea. 

“I wouldn’t be surprised if the 
cultures here were advanced, like 
the Maya or Aztecs,” he says. “They 
were not nomadic—even now, we 
don’t move.” 

Despite all their travails, the 
Gabrielenos simply won’t disappear 
from the Orange County landscape. 

In 1992, remains of a woman found 
while excavating at Fullerton Munici¬ 
pal Airport were determined to be 
Gabrieleno; just recently, bones that 
washed out of the ground with heavy 
rains at Hillcrest Park in December 
were found to be burial remains of the 
Gabrieleno village of Hotuuknga. 

While the Gabrielenos are left with 
the task of figuring out who they are 
and grappling with various levels of 
government and internecine battles, 
Ernie Salas guides them through. As 
part of his spiritual ceremonies, he 
faces east. He thanks “Father Sun 
for the daylight and warmth, Father 
Moon for the night light, Mother 
Earth who gives us food.” 

Every year, he leads Gabrielenos to 
Mission San Juan Bautista near the 
Bay Area to honor Toypurina, a Kizh 
spiritual leader who led a failed revolt 
against the Spanish at the San Gabriel 
Mission. In retaliation, the Spanish 
dismembered her father, killed the 
Indians they suspected participated in 
the uprising, and exiled Toypurina to 
northern California, where she lived 
the rest of her short life. 

“We do a pilgrimage, and my dad 
does a blessing for her,” Andy Salas 
says. He and others are putting the 
finishing touches on a book they claim 
will tell the “true story” about Toypu¬ 
rina. “That really means a lot to him.” 

Whatever challenges that face 
it, this generation of Gabrielenos 
seems driven by the underlying 
understanding that it will decide the 
future of its people. 

“Little by little, they’re killing us 
with documents, with blood quan¬ 
tum, saying, ‘You’re one-12th or 
one-14th or one-16th,’” Salas says. 

“I wouldn’t be here today if my 
grandma and grandpa hadn’t sur¬ 
vived the holocausts. So my blood 
runs with Indian blood no matter 
what I look like. 

“Federal recognition isn’t to show 
power—that’s not what we’re looking 
for,” he adds. “Why can’t they recog¬ 
nize the small portion of people who 
are alive today who can prove we are 
who we are? Give us at least the rec¬ 
ognition for all we’ve been through. 
Recognize us. We’re here.”

You’ll Never 
Dine Alone 

YEH WON

I f you go alone to Yeh Won during the 
lunch or dinner rush hour, expect every¬ 
one inside to stare. Your ethnicity isn't the 
reason for the raised eyebrows, but rather 
because you're not with a group of friends. 
No one in his right mind goes aloneto 
this neighborhood diner—in fact, if you 
drag your sad sack of a solitary self to Yeh 
Won, the owner will probably sit you at the 
restaurant's sole single table, as the rest 
of the booths are inevitably packed and 
the othertables in the middle of the room 
invariably pushed together to host the 
latest group of toasting diners. 

Yeh Won is one of those restaurants 
that never earns widespread buzz, but is 
always packed—though never so much 
that there's a long wait. It's the type of 
place frequented by middle-aged men 
looking not for a pub, but rather for a long 
parade of cauldrons of soups, bubbling 
soontofu, sizzling cast-iron skillets of 
Korean barbecue, platters of dumplings, 
and enough tall bottles of Hite and Cass 
beers to fill up a recycling bin. Service can 
be slow—it's just a husband, wife and their 
20-some-year-old son—but the custom¬ 
ers don't care, as they either seem to be 
unwinding after a long day or catching up 
on the week. The trilingual menu (English, 
Korean and Vietnamese) itself is a greatest 
hits of Korean comfort food, usually with 
dueling options. Although the marquee 
outside flashes "BBQ," the better meat 
choices are from the sea, from pan-fried 
crispy squid and baby octopus to steamed 
angler and cod, meat nearly turned to pud¬ 
ding. While the cold soups excel, stick with 
the rejuvenating potages, those believed 
by Koreans to offer restorative powers: 
black goat soup, gamy and gorgeous; 
soybean-paste soup that reeks of rot but 
tastes of yummy earthiness. To address all 
the choices, Yeh Won lists a bevy of combo 
deals, even a dinnertime bento box. And, 
of course, there's the solar system of pan¬ 
chan—even the smallest order (a boiling 
pot of soft tofu and rice) will come with six, 
from powerful kimchi to potatoes sluiced in 
chili powder to sweet beans that resemble 
piquinto beans but taste sweeter. 

And if you do show up by yourself? 
Expect kindness. The owner might place 
you front and center, but he'll carefully 
place everything in front of you as though 
you are royalty. Other customers might 
hand you a shot of soju or raspberry wine, 
or offer tips on howto eat certain dishes in 
a style that makes it easier. No one should 
eat alone at Yeh Won—and you never will.

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Bar Exam 

Sit at the bar to watch 
your pizzas being made at 
the new Michael’s Pizzeria 
in downtown Long Beach

W hen given the option at these 
everything old-is-new-again 
pizzerias, always sit at the bar. 
It’s equivalent to sitting in the front row at 
a concert. It’s where I would’ve sat when 
Mozza opened in Newport Beach if I’d 
had the chance, but with Batali’s place, 
you take whatever’s available. At the new 
Michael’s Pizzeria, we showed up without 
a reservation, and we were offered the 
choice of any seat we liked, including the 
bar. So we took it. 

Perhaps it’s easier to do so right now 
because this is actually the second 
Michael’s Pizzeria in Long Beach, the one 
not everyone knows about yet. This loca¬ 
tion opened a month ago, built as part of 
a downtown-revitalization project that 
includes the second Beachwood BBQ and 
chic-looking loft apartments surrounding 
an open courtyard. And from these prime 
seats, I was now close enough to feel 
the oven’s radiant heat, witness an argu¬ 
ment between a waiter and a cook about 
a botched order, and, most important, 
observe the man who was at the center of 
it all—the maker of our pizzas, he of few 
words and burly arms dusty with flour. 

It’s his job to shove the pies into the 
wood-fueled oven with a long metal 
paddle, his job to extricate bubbling discs 
from the glowing furnace and slide them 
onto waiting plates. Nothing, however, 
is more mesmerizing to watch than him 
working on the raw dough. He flattens 
pliant white balls with the heels of his 
wrist, coaxing each one wider and wider 
as he presses down in a circular motion 
with the edge of his cupped palms. Then, 
he drapes the stretched disc over his 
fists and twirls it skyward, letting gravity 
and centripetal force do its work. The 
finished products are membrane-thin, 
almost sheer. He does this in batches, 


of artichoke and burrata. She sliced into 
quarters an artichoke heart left marinat¬ 
ing in a bowl of olive oil, serving it with 
the blubbery cheese she squeezed out of 
its sheath and a piece of bread so hard 
it was inedible. I had no idea what she 
assembled next was actually our insalata 
invernale, which was supposed to be a 
salad of root vegetables, pancetta, roasted 
pumpkin seeds and herb buttermilk 
dressing. What she made didn’t have any 
pumpkin seeds or anything resembling 
buttermilk. In fact, I tasted vinaigrette in a 
mound of what I think was predominantly 
raw, shredded Brussels sprouts with pick- 
led carrots, onions and ragged scraps of 
the pancetta, all of it forming a salad as 
unattractive as it was a chore to eat. 

The best dish turned out to be tender 
hunks of roasted octopus sauteed in a 
fuming cast-iron pan with tiny sliced 
potatoes, garlic, capers and lemon, pre¬ 
pared by a cook whose station was unfor¬ 
tunately relegated to a spot farthest away 
from where we sat. But it reminded me 
how much I liked Michael’s on Naples 
island, the fine-dining eatery that begat 
this chain of pizzerias, where I had an 
excellent octopus dish once, at a restau¬ 
rant with no bar like this, except the kind 
for alcohol.

several at a time, throwing showers of 
flour between each. 

His comrade then takes one, swirls 
tomato sauce on top, then arranges a few 
slices of mozzarella and some basil leaves. 
Within minutes, the margherita pizza had 
the cheese melting into lakes and the crust 
blistered in spots. It should’ve been the 
first pizza I tried. But instead, I ordered 
the pie with the shrimp, zucchini, radic- 
chio and pesto, which I didn’t like nearly 
as much. 

It wasn’t that the gigantic shrimp, split 
down their spines, weren’t well-cooked 
and practically lobster-like; it’s that they 
seemed divorced from the pie, wholly 
unincorporated with the pizza, just as the 
piles of barely wilted radicchio weren’t 
really part of it either. The loose, bitter 
leaves ended up blotting out all other fla¬ 
vor. But the crust was crisp, if not as buoy¬ 
ant, puffy and light on the edges as the last 
great pizza I had of this style. It was also 
a bit tougher, doughier and chewier than 
I anticipated, especially when the pie is 
eaten the way Neapolitans traditionally do 
(and the way Michael’s suggests): with a 
knife and fork. Michael’s, as with Mozza, 
does not cut pies before service, explaining 
in bold letters on the menu that “slicing a 
pie immediately after it comes out of the 
oven causes moisture to form beneath it.” 

From my seat, I saw more pizzas I wish 
I had ordered, such as a prosciutto and 
arugula, in which wisps of thinly sliced 
salumi are laid down gently on a just- 
baked pie. Also from where I sat, I saw 
the garde manger assemble my antipasto

Not Just for Cornish Miners Anymore! 

Pasty Bakery offers the legendary working-class Brit meal for cheap 


Long Beach Lunch 

» SARAH BENNETT 

P asty Bakery in downtown Long 
Beach could use a little help. A 
liquor license, a spruced-up exte¬ 
rior, a marketing campaign that actually 
tells people it exists—anything to ensure 
the sweet Welsh man who freshly bakes 
pasties with his Salvadoran wife in the 
back-corner storefront of Pine Avenue’s 
dead movie-theater complex get the cus¬ 
tomers they deserve. The one thing Pasty 
Bakery doesn’t need help with, thank¬ 
fully, is the food, which includes a small 
selection of meat, veggie and fruit pies 
all priced so low you can buy lunch with 
spare change. 

For those unaware, pasties (pro¬ 
nounced “pass-tees”) are a regional 
British dish made by baking a bunch of 
cheap-but-filling ingredients into a folded 
piece of pastry. The result is something 
akin to a handheld pot pie or a meal-wor¬ 
thy empanada. Though traditional pasties 
come out as a semi-circle with ruffled 
edges, Pasty Bakery—no affiliation with 
Pasty Kitchen in Los Alamitos—makes a 
round mound by folding each corner of 
the pastry into the center so it becomes 
a mini-bundle of food. Once baked in the 
on-site convection ovens, the pasty is 
about the size of a CD, and on a hungry 
day, it’s easy to eat two. 

Meat selections at Pasty Bakery 
include chicken, beef and lamb (priced 
$2.50 to $3.75), locked in a carbohydrate 
cave with potatoes, onions and carrots— 
the latter replacing traditional-but-hard- 
to-find-in-SoCal rutabaga. For vegetar¬ 
ians, there is a cheese-and-onion pasty 
made with Gruyere (warms the soul 
like a comfort-food grilled cheese) and 
a straight-up “vegetarian” pasty (both 
$2) filled to bursting with refried beans, 
broccoli, red peppers and peas. 

Despite all the wonderful flavor that 
comes with seasoned meat (especially

television, interiors for banks, hotels and 
offices. Of course, I have designed, built 
and consulted for restaurants, as well as 
created the food menu and help to set up 
staff for the kitchen. 

What would you be doing if you weren’t in 
this business?

othing against the late, great 
Pantera guitarist Dimebag Dar¬ 
rel, but when I saw a burger on 
the menu at the Slidebar Rock-n-Roll 
Kitchen named the Cowboy From Hell 
after the metal legends’ 1990 album, I 
began to wonder. How would Dimebag 
feel about a monster of a burger—a 


humongous patty topped with slices of 
sauteeed jalapenos and habaneros, plus 
onion rings as gnarled-looking as tim¬ 
ing belts, all drenched in Velveeta and 
barbecue sauce—sold in his memory? 
Would he approve of the mini version, 
the Sliders From Hell? Might he think 
the latter an insult to his gargantuan 
shreds, the former an affront to his 
intricate pickings? 

Yeah, I’m a nerd. And although I can¬ 
not communicate with the dead, I do 
believe Dimebag would approve of both 
the Cowboy and Sliders. Either way, the 
burger is fabulous: the patty perfectly 
charred within a soft yet sturdy bun, the 
peppers packing the heat but not over¬ 
whelming the meat’s flavor, the sweet and 
sticky ’cue sauce, the onion rings battered 
as though they were Vinnie Paul’s drum 
kit after a show. The Velveeta sometimes 
overwhelms, and the bacon is a bit much, 
but it’s all welcome and wonderful, and 
hey: Isn’t that Dimebag in a nutshell? 

And while the Cowboy From Hell is 
great, I prefer the trio of Sliders. No 
flavor is lost—if anything, each is more 
concentrated—and they come with a 
plate of crunchy tater tots. Even better? 
Come Happy Hour, you can have them 
for $5.50—the finest steamed-ham deal 
in the county right now. Somewhere, 
Dimebag is smiling . .. while play¬ 
ing the umpteenth version of “Walk” 
alongside St. Peter, no doubt.

Pisco Sour at Inka Mama’s 

T o be honest, I usually avoid order¬ 
ing Pisco Sour, orthat bubble-gum- 
flavored Inka Cola, or anything other 
than plain of ice water whenever I visit a 
Peruvian restaurant. I'm forever in search 
of a properly made saltado—that clas¬ 
sic stir-fry of Chinese-wok technique and 
Incan ingredients—and I want nothing to 
distract, obfuscate or otherwise mess with 
my tongue and attention span in case I find 
the saltado that can beat the benchmark: 
my own. 

The last time I drank Pisco Sour—Peru's 
national drink, one so beloved there's an 
International Pisco Sour Day celebration 
designated for it every first Saturday in Feb¬ 
ruary—was at Ricardo Zarate's Mo Chica 
in LA, and I didn't even order it. It was a 
complimentary aperitif inserted between 
the appetizers and the main course in a 
prix-fixe menu. That drink was a good ver¬ 
sion and went rather well with a tiradito of 
scallop and uni because both zapped the 
mouth with the same electric lemon-lime 
acidity. I imagine the drink would pair even 
better with a Peruvian ceviche. But I liked 
Inka Mama's Pisco Sour even more than 



Zarate's, 
which had 
the limp 
potency of 
weaktequila. 

THE DRINK 

Inka Mama's is a 
stronger drink, served 
in a properly chilled glass 
and with the required dashes 
of bitters floating atop a sea of egg-white 
foam. It's brandy-based and sweeter than 
your bro-Mex margarita, but the citrus 
juice seems to hasten its harsh alcoholic 
burn down your throat. Insulating the 
drink from getting too warm too fast, the 
whipped-to-soft-peaks egg whites will 
remind you of an enduring beer head and 
make it unmistakable for any other drink. 

And how did Inka Mama's saltado stand 
up to it? Quite well.

Room 237 argues 
The Shining 
contains everything

H ere’s the kind of theory the five 
interviewees in Rodney Ascher’s 
Room 237 have come up with 
about Stanley Kubrick’s The Shining: 

One believes it’s an allegory about the 
genocide of Native Americans. Another 
that it’s about the Holocaust. Or that it’s 
Kubrick’s coded confession that he faked 
the moon landing. Ascher’s subjects 
aren’t garden-variety kooks: Native Amer¬ 
ican genocide-theorist Bill Blakemore is a 
veteran journalist, while Geoffrey Cocks, 
who sees the Holocaust in the Overlook 
Hotel, is a history professor. Director 
Ascher adopts a radically nonjudgmen- 
tal approach, allowing the viewer to be 
seduced—or not—by his subjects’ ideas. 
The theorists are heard but never seen; 
most of the images come from The Shin¬ 
ing itself (the copyright negotiations 
probably could be the subject of a whole 
other film). 

Even if the theories don’t persuade 
you, the film fascinates. It’s revelatory 
about the nature of spectatorship in an 
era when technology allows audiences to 
watch films frame by frame. When much 
of the American public believes President 
Barack Obama is a Kenyan-born Muslim, 


Room 237 evokes the appeal of conspiracy 
theories while refusing to endorse or 
completely disavow them. And without 
ever referring explicitly to academic 
theory, it engages with some of the grand 
ideas that have preoccupied it over the 
past 50 years. And it’s fun. 

Much of it plays out like this. In The 
Shining, Danny, the boy, is shown wearing 
a T-shirt with the number 42 on it: Cocks 
argues that this must be a reference to the 
year 1942, a key point in time for the Shoah. 
Jack Nicholson’s character uses a German- 
made typewriter, a detail so tiny that 
Kubrick couldn’t have expected most view¬ 
ers to catch it, but it’s one that Cocks seizes. 
He sees the typewriter as a symbol of Nazi 
bureaucracy and even does some numer¬ 
ology, arguingthat numbers glimpsed 
throughout the film add up to that “42.” 

The methods of Room 237’ s theorists 
are less the work of film critics than those 
found on a conspiracy theory site such as 
vigilantcitizen.com, which argues that Lil 
Wayne videos glorify CIA mind-control 
programs. When Vigilant Citizen turns to 
film reviews, it offers thuddingly literal 
takes on The Cabin In the Woods’ anti-war 
allegory and Videodrome’s cautionary tale 
about the power of TV. Blakemore and 
Cocks insist they’re exposing something 
of great importance by connecting The 
Shining to the Holocaust or the genocide 
of Native Americans, but they’re really 
quite distant from present-day politics. 


The postmodern 
notion of the “death of the 
author” is both exemplified by the 
interpretations in Room 237 and disavowed 
by its subjects. The versions of The Shining 
devised by Blakemore, Cocks and company 
are their own invention, but the theorists 
insist Kubrick was a genius puzzle-master 
who micromanaged the smallest details 
in his films. As critic Michael Sicinski has 
pointed out, the weirder these interpreta¬ 
tions get, the more wedded they become to 
the idea that Kubrick was responsible for 
every detail—even the mistakes. In their 
versions of The Shining, there’s no such 
thing as a continuity error. 

If the death of the author began in the 
’60s, the empowerment of the reader 
(or viewer) started to happen via home- 
video technology. The subjects of Room 
237 are products of it, although the film 
seems fiercely ambivalent about the ways 
the VCR and DVD players have changed 
spectatorship. On one hand, home video 
has enabled filmmakers to make essay- 
films as powerful as Jean-Luc Godard’s 
Histoire(s) du Cinema and Thom Ander¬ 
sen’s Los Angeles Plays Itself. They’ve 
also made room for people to study The 
Shining frame by frame a dozen times and 
conclude that Kubrick faked the moon 
landing. This leads to new, more poetic 
forms of viewing and criticism, such as a 
screening (re-created in the documentary) 
at which The Shining is projected simulta¬ 


neously 
forward and 

backward. It also paves the way 
for dangerous levels of obsession and a 
nerdy disconnection from reality. 

Room 237’ s lack of judgment enables 
its spectators to get lost in a delirium of 
interpretation. Ascher isn’t celebrating or 
endorsing any of the views he presents—to 
my mind, the Native American genocide 
allegory is the only one that contains any 
substance—but he suggests there’s some¬ 
thing to be gained from understanding 
people’s eagerness to embrace them. Just 
imagine the same movie, but made about 
birthers or truthers, and you’ll have some 
idea of the philosophical stakes the direc¬ 
tor is playing with. While it may not match 
the aesthetic heights of Gravity’s Rainbow 
or Out 1, Room 237 picks up where Thomas 
Pynchon and Jacques Rivette’s expertly 
imagined conspiracies left off, cleverly 
making use of the visual material his sub¬ 
jects riff on and plunging us down a worm- 
hole of theorizing, enabled by the echo 
chamber of the Internet and Blu-Ray spins.

ADMISSION Tina Fey is a killer comic 
actress—she could probably start and 
stop a Rolex with nothing but brain¬ 
waves. But even though she brings 
much more to the role than the movie 
asks of her, Admission doesn't have 
the courage to suggest that a child¬ 
less woman who's doing work she 
loves just may have it all—or at least 
her all. Fey plays Princeton admis¬ 
sions officer Portia Nathan, a charac¬ 
ter who admittedly doesn't quite love 
her work, though she doesn't know 
that, yet.

college classmate, John Pressman

warmth behind her crispness, even if 
it's not the fresh-baked-cookie kind. If 
Admission were sharper, it could be 
the ultimate Mother's Day movie: A 
picture about a nonmother who cares 
deeply for the next generation, even 
when it hasn't sprung directly from 
her own womb. (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek.

THE CALL WWE Studios, the film 
production arm of World Wrestling 
Entertainment, breaks from its usual 
target audience of guys who like films 
about shirtless, muscley men with The 
Call, a suspense thriller starring ade¬ 
quate actress and Academy Award 
recipient Halle Berry as an overcom¬ 
mitted, hotshot 911 emergency opera¬ 
tor. When she makes a rookie-level 
error that costs a teenage girl her life, 
she opts to hang up her call center 
headset—until the girl's killer kidnaps 
another teen victim. Locked in a car 
trunk with a prepaid cell phone, she 
calls 911. The middle third of the film 
comprises the phone call, a tight 
40 minutes in which the girl, guided 
by Berry, deploys the contents of 
the trunk (screwdriver, paint roller 
handle, cans of white matte finish) to 
make her kidnapper's vehicle more 
conspicuous while Berry presses 
her for details she can relate to the 
police. In a nod to the studio's usual 
demographic, two-time WWE tag- 
team champion David Otunga plays 
officer Jake Devans, though fans 
hoping for spinning headlock elbow 
drops or backflip kicks will be disap¬ 
pointed. When the emergency call 
ends, Berry drives out to the crime 
scene the cops traced down and goes 
all Clarice Starling inside the spooky 
cabin where the bad guy keeps his 
Saw basement, which has to be seen 
as a departure from the film's thin blue 
line of realism, or the workaday reality 
that WWE became known for when 
the Undertaker defeated Kane with 
his signature Tombstone piledriver at 
Wrestlemania XX. (R) Chris Packham.

THE CROODS Regardless of its 
cavemen-acquire-brains plot, The 
Croods is no more evolved than your 
average kids' film, boasting modern 
attitude, animal-sidekick comic relief, 
familial struggles, and roller coaster 
action. While rife with contemporary 
lingo that makes little sense for a 
story about a prehistoric clan facing 
extinction, Kirk DeMicco and Chris 


Sanders' bouncy CG adventure at 
least partially offsets its stock formula 
with passable one-liners and sincere 
heart. The latter comes from the 
tense relationship between cro-mag 
dad Grug (Nicolas Cage), who values 
survival in dark caves over living in 
the light, and curious and headstrong 
daughter Eep (Emma Stone), whose 
rebelliousness blossoms after meeting 
creative-thinking, fire-making hunk 
Guy (Ryan Reynolds). Amid chase 
sequences set in an Avatar-ish old-

and bond with Eep. That these ancient 
ancestors of ours have superhuman 
strength and speed is as perplexing as 
their banter is incessant. Their good- 
natured tale, however, does sweetly 
reconfirm that there's life still in the 
oldest jokes, such as a father's fear of 
his daughter dating—or, via a running 
gag involving Grug and Gran (Cloris 
Leachman), of a husband's hatred of 
his mother-in-law.

OLYMPUS HAS FALLEN The first of

A Red Dawn for the Tea Party 
era, Olympus Has Fallen is pretty 
ridiculously entertaining—or at least 
entertainingly ridiculous—for long 
stretches, dulled only by the realiza¬ 
tion that there are many parts of the 
country where this will play as less 
than total farce.

ON THE ROAD On the Road has lost 
much of its secret-society thrill over 
the years, making it the inevitable 
screen adaptation's job to resus¬ 
citate. And now Jack Kerouac's 
Discover America story has been 
filmed, written for the screen by 
Puerto Rican Jose Rivera, directed 
by Brazilian Walter Salles—his 
Motorcycle Diaries cohort—and 
made with an Englishman, Sam Riley, 
as Kerouac's alter-ego Sal Paradise. 
This perspective is not necessar¬ 
ily a disadvantage, for Kerouac, a 
Northeasterner of French-Canadian 
stock—we see him speaking 
Quebecoise to his mother at the 
Ozone Park, Queens, apartment that 
they share—self-identifies as an 
awed outsider, hanging on to cowboy 
Neal Cassady and black jazz musi¬ 
cians to submerge himself into the 
enigma of America. But a feeling 
of reckless chance is difficult to 
achieve on a $25 million dollar period 
piece, and beefy blonde Garrett 
Hedlund, as the novel's honest-to- 
God tramp Dean more often suggests 
Levi's ad Americana than a wired 
dude you'd find hanging around a 
Grayhound station at 2 AM. Playing 
Dean's on-again off-again jailbait 
nympho wife, Mary Lou, Kristen 
Stewart's existential screen pres¬ 
ence is a boon; Viggo Mortensen 
also shows up as "Bull Lee"—code 
name of William S. Burroughs—doing 
what seems like a long-honed party- 
trick impersonation of Burroughs' 
adenoidal drawl. (R) Nick Pinkerton.

STOKER Puberty is sex and sex is 
murder in Stoker, a Hitchcockian stew 
of hothouse familial jealousy, sadism, 
and psychosis all tied together by one 
teenage girl's homicidal coming of 
age. Psychosexual imagery permeates 
every inch of renowned South Korean 
filmmaker Park Chan-wook's stateside 
debut. A blood-tipped pencil, or water 
dripping between a young girl's shoes: 
These sights resound with over-the-top 
connotations suggesting danger in her 
carnal awakening. They coalesce into a 
portrait of femininity as a lethal and allur¬ 
ing force—and something, as Park seems 
to see it, to be celebrated as a source 
of power. The roots of that flowering 
are found in a cracked love triangle. Its 
corners: recently widowed Evelyn Stoker 
(Nicole Kidman), her deceased husband's 
out-of-nowhere brother, Charlie (Matthew 
Goode), and her daughter, India (Mia 
Wasikowska), a gaunt girl whose loner 
attitude and quirky habits—she seems 
to collect birthday presents each year in 
a tree—allow Wasikowska to operate in 
a more overtly Tim Burton-style register 
than she could in Burton's own Alice in 
Wonderland. India seems impossibly 
poised and invulnerable, as when she 
stands up to bullies with that pencil, 
or when she and Charlie join forces to 
dispatch one of her rape-minded school 
acquaintances. She never seems in 
danger of falling prey to anyone, including 
the icily charming Charlie. As such, the 
film often feels like a gorgeously ren¬ 
dered put-on, an exercise in play-acting 
various familiar scenarios—such as 
Jacki Weaver briefly showing up as the 
concerned relative destined for a swift 
demise—devoid of heft or even sincerity.

Hitchcock 


Staging an intentionally weird (and fun) take 

on The 39 Steps

I t’s always a daunting experience walk¬ 
ing into a local theater for the first 
time. Sure, you may have heard won¬ 
derful things about it from people who’ve 
worked there or posted their opinions on 
social media. But considering local the¬ 
ater types generally gush enthusiastically 
about everything in their hardworking, 
insular community, it’s impossible to get 
a good read until you take a seat and see 
it with your own orbs. 

Enter Stage Door Repertory Theatre, 
which opened in October 2011 in an 
industrial park in the part of Anaheim 
that is neither city nor hills—it’s that 
ungainly section north of the 91 freeway 
and west of the 57. Its founder, Nick 
Charles, has spent some 40 years in 
Southern California theater, and his pro¬ 
gramming tastes are hardly cutting-edge. 
Plays such as The Woman In Black, A Flea 
In Her Ear, Noises Off and The Foreigner 
are all fine entertainments, but they’re 
also often produced. 

The 39 Steps seemed enticing, though. 
Who wouldn’t want to see a theatrical 
version of the book that inspired one of 
Alfred Hitchcock’s early masterpieces? 

However, while Patrick Barlow’s 2005 
adaptation claims it’s based on the 1915 
book by John Buchan, this is actually a 
nearly word-for-word re-imagining of 
Hitchcock’s 1935 film—but done in a way 
that would flabbergast the portly and 
perverse Hitchcock. It’s a four-character 
farce in which actors engage in the kind 
of quick-change techniques that Charles 
Ludlam immortalized in plays such as 
The Mystery of Irma Vepp. The actors 


also supply their own sound effects (such 
as the opening and closing of train doors) 
and visual effects; when called to crawl 
through a window, they basically pick up 
a window frame resting on the ground 
and step through it. 

It’s intentionally silly and intentionally 
low-budget. The so-called fourth wall 
is irrelevant, and even simple mistakes, 
such as a fire that fails to ignite on cue, 
are part of the wackiness. 

It’s also highly dangerous theater. Play 
it too straight, and you risk alienating 
the most important factor in a show such 
as this: the audience’s desire to go along 
for the ride. Play it too loose, and it just 
looks sloppy. 

Fortunately, Charles’ production nails 
it, for the most part. His four-person 
cast is absolutely committed to the 
lunacy. Kevin Booth and David Sakach, 
the two actors called on to portray 
everything from Scottish hoteliers and 
English bobbies to German spies and 
vaudevillians, often transforming in 
seconds, do so with envious energy and 
craft. Aurora Long, who also plays mul¬ 
tiple characters, offers the perfect blend 
of sexy sinuousness, uptight English 
priggishness and lovestruck deer-in-the- 
headlights emotion. 

And in Alastair James Murden, Charles 
has the ideal quarterback. Murden, who 
is part of the Maverick Theater’s Improv 
Shmimprov group, resembles Jim Carrey 
in both his face and his angular frame. 
More important, he has an impeccable 
sense of timing and possesses the kind 
of theatrical vision that is more gift than

technique: the ability not only to remain 
unflustered by the chaos, intentional or 
otherwise, surrounding him, but also to 
draw on it to help fuel his performance. 
The football analogy truly applies, as he 
is called on to read his fellow actors and 
the situation as though a blitzing defense, 
adjusting his actions accordingly. 

Pace is critical for a play such as this, 
and though it lags in the second act dur¬ 
ing a couple of long scenes in which the 
bits that make this such an entertaining 
play aren’t called for, Charles manages it 
well. A professional production, such as 
the one that ran for two years on Broad¬ 
way, probably had an army backstage 
helping with props and costumes. For a 
small company such as this one to pull it 
off so well with such few resources is a 
great accomplishment indeed. 

And Charles and company push the 
ridiculousness even further by drop¬ 
ping numerous Hitchcock references 
throughout the play—from the shower 
scene in Psycho to the aerial chase in 
North By Northwest. Though entirely 
unnecessary, they’re another layer of 
intentionally heavy-fisted gags that keep 
the laughs coming. 

The plot is the same as the film’s: 

A debonair English gentleman, bored 
with his life, decides to engage in a use¬ 
less diversion—a night at the theater. 

He quickly gets swept up in pre-World 
War II espionage in the person of a sexy 
German double agent and, chased by 
the authorities on suspicion of murder, 
traipses across the Scottish countryside 
in an attempt to uncover the secret 
behind a Nazi plot to disable Britain’s 
air defenses, a shadowy plan called the 
39 Steps. 

But, really, plot, characterization and 
all the other niceties of a well-made play 
are irrelevant in a production such as 
this. The focus is on pure entertainment, 
and the success of this hilarious, if occa¬ 
sionally bumpy, production shows that 
given a choice between a poor produc¬ 
tion of a serious, important drama and 
a fine production of a deliriously brain- 
dead comedy, the latter always trumps. 

So, Stage Door Repertory Theatre, 
while it’s a quite belated one, welcome to 
OC theater.

Reunion Time 


W hen Rebecca Lavoritano of San 
Clemente sees jewelry on gals 
in public, she tends to shield her eyes. 
"There's a lot of beautiful jewelry out 
there," she says, "but I just don't want 
to be influenced by anything else." 

Instead, the founder of La Reunion 
Jewelry draws inspiration for her bold, 
colorful necklaces by letting the pieces 
guide her. She'll start with one bead, a bit 
of leather or chain, and build from there. 
"There's a lot of trial and error," Lavori¬ 
tano says. "Then finally something comes 
out of the materials I [am] working with." 

The result is a unique, stylistic brand 
that stands out in a sea of handcrafted 
jewelry. Many of her designs are 
statement pieces with a geometric yet 
organic feel. She hopes her necklaces 
will cause people to pause. 

On the opposite end of the spectrum 
are her simple, elegant, leather-wrapped 
bracelets. She takes one thick piece of 
leather and wraps a thinner piece of 
leather in a second color around it, tying 
a knot at the end; the signature knot is 
actually La Reunion's logo. 

She came up with the design by acci¬ 
dent. "I was playing around and thought, 
'Wow, this is really simple but cool at the 
same time,'" she recalls. "As I kept mak¬ 
ing more, everything fell into place." The 
bracelets come in more than 20 colors, 
with designs for men and women. 

Leather is working its way into her 
designs more and more. She even has 
leather-wrapped cuff links. 

She started making jewelry after falling 
out of painting and drawing. She wanted a 
new creative outlet and gave it a shot. The 


happiness and relaxation she got from 
making jewelry kept her going. 

"I've always had a big accessories 
collection. They really make the out¬ 
fit," she says. "You can wear a very 
simple outfit and have it be trans¬ 
formed by your accessories."

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The Grind of Mencia 


Carlos Mencia talks about the pope, touring year-round and the rise of the Twitter comedian

I f anyone knows how to shake off the nega¬ 
tive and keep it moving, it’s Carlos Mencia. 
Though he’s had his share of YouTube 
squabbles and controversies with other comics 
in recent years, there’s a reason his loyal fans 
never strayed (we’re pretty sure the hilarity 
of his Carlosaurus Rex sketches from Comedy 


Central’s Mind of Mencia has something to do 
with it). Whatever the reason, his more than two 
decades in the business have proven this East LA 
funny man is full of ambition. So much so that he’s 
even prepping for two stops in OC: After hitting 
up the Brea Improv Thursday through Saturday, 
you can catch him April 3 at Fullerton’s historic 


Fox Theater in Comedy Show for Autism, 
presented by Heroes and benefitting the 
Fullerton Cares Autism Foundation. Before 
he heads into town, we chatted with Men¬ 
cia about his crazy schedule, his take on the 
pope situation, and why being funny isn’t 
the only thing that makes a comedian. 
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OC Weekly; You were raised Catholic. Any 
thoughts on the whole pope thing? 

Carlos Mencia: You know what? I don’t 
understand the people that are pissed off. 

I think it’s awesome that there’s a pope 
[Benedict XVI] that is honest enough to 
admit, “I’m old as shit, I don’t remember 
anything, and I need to stop doing this job!” 
You know they speak Latin half the time, 
and this guy is so old I don’t even know if 
he knows what he’s saying anymore. It’s 
interesting to me that Catholics don’t bitch 
that there are no female popes, but they’ll 
complain when a pope says he’s too old to 
do the job. That’s the dumbest thing I’ve 
ever heard. Good for him for acknowledg¬ 
ing his limitations. Maybe he was trying to 
talk to God, and God was like, “I can’t even 
understand what the hell you’re saying. 
You’re babbling; it’s time for you to go.” 

Do you think the Internet has completely 
changed the face of comedy? 

Bigtime! The problem with standup is the 
same as it has always been: People don’t 
know how difficult it is to do what we 
do. We are the only art that gets heckled 
because people don’t get that it’s a show. 
People think we’re just talking because 
that’s what the art is, but really, it’s very 
formatted. Also, everyone can say a funny 
thing, but not everyone can be funny over 
and over. So if someone on Twitter says a 
funny thing, they think they’re funny. But 
okay, here’s a microphone and 300 people 
... now go! So, yeah, online has hurt it in a 
way. But then again, it also allows for that 
one person who normally wouldn’t get a 
chance to get what they want. Like that old 
lady from that talent show over in the U.K., 
whatever the fuck her name was. [Laughs.] 
How’d you get involved with the Fullerton 
Cares Autism event? 

Brad [Williams] called me up and asked 
me to do it, and I wanted to because I want 
to be helpful to the people who don’t have 
the things that I have in my life. It’s impor¬ 
tant to stay humble, you know? I love 
being there for people and charities. I get 
to do what I love for a living, and they get 
some help. It’s just a perfect combination!

Daedelus’ imaginative, electronica-rooted 

spirit stays hungry

G o ahead and keep your police¬ 
men, doctors, astronauts and 
firemen. When Alfred Dar¬ 
lington was a young’un, the only thing 
he wanted to be was an inventor. “I 
always took things apart and would 
break things more than fix things,” the 
35-year-old remembers. “I did a lot of 
disassembling of the entire household’s 
electronics, to my parents’ somewhat 
anger, but they understood the impulse.” 

To Darlington (born Alfred Weis- 
berg-Roberts), invention represented 
equal parts science and magic since 
he didn’t really have a clue as to how

machines were actually produced. “My 
inventions were more strange crafts 
than anything that physical,” he says. 
“Trying to plug something back in after 
you take it apart ended up with a lot 
of puffs of smoke and other kinds of 
fire magic. Again, a little dangerous, 
but that’s feeling out your space that 
informs the childhood experience.” 

As is usually the case with children 
and the careers they envision, Darling¬ 
ton didn’t become an inventor. The 
Santa Monica native quickly realized 
that his talent in math and science was 
limited, and he had “these clumsy, large 
hands” he couldn’t work past. Still, his 


fate didn’t turn out too shabby. 

Now Los Angeles-based, Darlington 
ended up as Daedelus, a musician who 
cribbed his stage name from a vital 
figure in Greek mythology who is best 
known for being Icarus’ papa and—not 
coincidentally—an inventor. With his 
work as an electronic/avant-garde 
producer and DJ, Darlington transfers 
the gist of his namesake’s aptitude for 
ingenuity to the sonic medium. His 
2011 record, Bespoke, finds common 
ground for gooey, doo-wop vocals, 
horn sections that double as a classed- 
up version of a Sonic the Hedgehog 
theme, galaxy-gazing synthesizers, 
New Age-y chants that flow with a 
waterfall’s fullness, and whatever else 
he can find. As an audacious combo of 
junk collector, archeologist and gallery 
curator, Daedelus is the sort who could 
find use for any recording. 

Darlington’s history with off-the- 
beaten-path music traces back to his 
parents’ interest in the experimental 
tendencies of Steve Reich, John Cage 
and musique concrete. As a youth, he 
savored the concept of content that 
sounded like “music from outer space.” 
Other noteworthy records and artists 
from his salad days include Belgian 
electronic outfit Front 242 (whose 
vinyl was the first Darlington bought), 
Acen’s Trip II the Moon, Parliament- 
Funkadelic (a neighbor’s uncle man¬ 
aged George Clinton), Depeche Mode’s 
Speak St Spell and the Cure’s Three 
Imaginary Boys. 

On the performance side, he started 
performing with the school orchestra in 
the second grade. Though he would have 


preferred to play the bassoon, he was 
instead given the clarinet; eventually, 
he took up the bass clarinet and double 
bass. By the late 1990s, he had adopted 
the name DJ Daedelus and was strug¬ 
gling to crack the local drum-and-bass 
scene. He collected records, produced 
some things and hustled some, but no 
one would book him since the scene 
focused on U.K. DJs and established 
locals who didn’t want competition. 

Eventually, he ended that pursuit to 
seek other electronic avenues. “If I had 
actually been successful and deejayed 
those nights, I wouldn’t be talking to 
you now. I’d be done. That world ended 
awhile ago,” he says. “I don’t know if I 
would have had the courage to move if 
I had just been embraced. I might have 
gotten a tattoo—’Jungle is forever’—and 
been done, so that failure was a won¬ 
derful moment in my life.” 

Darlington recently completed a full- 
length, tentatively titled Drown Out, 
and hopes to make records that sound 
dissimilar in technique and tone. So 
far, he has made good on the ambition, 


yet he has fundamentally stuck to elec¬ 
tronic music the whole time. 

Following that trajectory appears to 
clash with his knack for invention, but 
he has an explanation that argues oth¬ 
erwise. “I was in a surf-rock band for a 
while, which was fantastically fun, and 
the project with my wife, the Long Lost, 
is almost like a folk-music piece, even 
though we do do some electronics,” he 
says. “But the truth is, electronic music 
is everything.” 

This allows him the chance to cull 
from jazz, hip-hop, punk and whatever 
else he wants to get to the final product. 
“Sure, I’m trying to push [the ultimate 
sound] into this place, and occasionally, 
when I’m playing raves, I’m not able 
to express the fullness of the sound I’d 
like, but, dude, it’s all there,” he says. 
“Everything’s possible.”

What the Frack? 

A n argument could be made that anything 
that happens is "natural." Humans 
evolved and eventually invented automo¬ 
biles. Cars, therefore, are not man-made, but 
rather part of nature's wonders. The recent 
earthquake swarm here in SoCal could be 
happening for a few reasons. It could be 
tectonic-plate movement, fracking, or under¬ 
ground tunnels being drilled by mole-men. 
Well, probably not that. 

Speaking of mole-men, I always wonder 
why those in the highest positions of power 
seem so hell-bent on destroying the planet. 
Does greed have no bounds? Do they know 
something we don't know? What about 
their own selfish self-existence? Aren't 
they getting poisoned, too? What about 


their own children and grandchildren? 
What about the whole of life on Earth? It 
just doesn't seem natural. One thing's for 
sure: These days, anything can happen. 

... Let's say that in the summer of 2013, a 
group of 100 tourists is gathered together 
at Yellowstone Park in Wyoming to see 
the famous, exciting, yet most routine of 
all geological experiences, the eruption 
of Old Faithful. After 130 minutes, 140 
minutes, 160 ... Old Faithful does nothing; 
5,000 gallons of boiling salt water should 
have exploded into a plume of steam 
by now, 120 feet high, but it hasn't. The 
tourists are confused. The Park Rangers 
are concerned. The Yellowstone caldera 
nearby has been rising dramatically and 
has not erupted in 640,000 years. Mean¬ 
while, about 250 miles away at Devil's 
Tower (originally called Bad God's Tower, 
a bad translation from Lakota, Arapaho, 


Cheyenne and Shoshone myths involving 
bears), something is happening. It's not 
the false-flag Close Encounters alien inva¬ 
sion. According to some geologists, Devil's 
Tower is what remains of a large volcano. 
Others think it's like a cork in a champagne 
bottle, vintage magma champagne. 

Fifty miles east, just across the state line 
of South Dakota, are the once-sacred Black 
Hills, known now for cheap tricolored-gold 
rings and, of course, Mount Rushmore. Rocks 
slide down the nose of George Washington, 
as though they're falling tears. What could he 
be seeing that would cause him to cry? And 
Lincoln, he begins to tremble! Jefferson, in a 
bold move, disintegrates like the U. S. Consti¬ 
tution. Teddy Roosevelt, who slaughtered yet 
preserved so much of North America, tries to 
tough it out, but finally goes down like WTC 7. 

Someday, the thin skin of Wyoming will 
tear open, and the blood of the Earth will gush 


out, as though a geyser. It may never heal, 
but if it does, it will leave quite a scar. 

Volcanoes and tectonic plates and 
magma and methane hydrate beneath 
the seabed are explosive enough without 
human prodding, poking and drilling. But 
sucking everything out of the ground is 
how the wealthy got that way and how they 
stay that way. Cars, as with all the other 
creatures, need to be fed, after all.

OC punk community launches a benefit concert to help

F rank Ruffino, the guitarist for China 
White, is in serious trouble. Recently 
released from the hospital after 
months in intensive care, the Huntington 
Beach axeman braces for a miracle. 

About four years ago, the 51-year-old 
was diagnosed with liver problems, a 
biproduct of years of hard drinking, drug 
abuse and harsh luck, despite his resolve 
to get clean and sober after the band’s hey¬ 
day. Battered by cirrhosis and liver cancer, 
several months ago, doctors told the gui¬ 
tarist and his wife, Ella, that his only shot 
at survival is a visit to the Mayo Clinic in 
Jacksonville, Florida, where he can get on 
a shorter waiting list for a new organ. 

This weekend, some major forces in 
OC punk—including the original mem¬ 
bers of China White—gather for a benefit 
show to raise funds for Ruffino’s liver 
transplant. Nearly everyone who is in 
Ruffino’s corner is doing their part to help 
to get them there, including an auction 
and fund-raising. 

“One family I know of who isn’t really 
in the music business wanted to help out 
and raise money just through a garage sale 
the other day,” says longtime promoter 
and auction organizer Chris Martin. 

China White formed in 1978, and though 
they never had much in the way of a dis¬ 
cography, the band cemented their status as 
punk gods with 1981’s Dangerzone! EP and 
wild, pit-swirling live shows alongside such 
bands as the Crowd and the Outsiders. 

Now, as it’s clear Ruffino needs the 
funds to get a new liver, longtime friends 
such as Love Canal guitarist Eric Arab, 
the Crowd guitarist Jeff Milucky and 
Martin have stepped in. 

Upon learning of Ruffino’s dire situ¬ 
ation, they hit up the Observatory to 
secure a date for a benefit show. To their 
surprise, the Observatory offered them 
the opportunity to throw the benefit free 
of charge, and 100 percent of the profits 
from the door will go to Ruffino. 

As soon as they had a venue, Milucky 
went to work with Arab to book an eight- 
band lineup, including old-school legends 
such as the Stitches, Cadillac Tramps and 
the original members of China White, 
who have been rehearsing for a month in 


Milucky’s garage. Longtime friend and 
former band mate Mike Drake will fill in 
on guitar for Ruffino. 

“The ironic thing is in ‘78 and ‘79, when 
we were kids walking down the street, 
getting accosted by people because we had 
short, dyed hair and we were headed to a 
band rehearsal, people were so threatened 
by us,” says Milucky “And now, we’re able 
to go and do something the opposite of 
what was perceived to be the punk-rock 
stereotype. It’s been pretty special.” 

Meanwhile, Martin—a promoter and 
manager in the OC punk scene in the 
’80s—began securing funds, lodging 
and transportation for Ruffino’s Florida 
trip through charity foundation Musi- 
Cares (of which he was on the board of 
directors). He also put together a silent 
auction with Kevin Lyman, founder of 
the Warped Tour, featuring some one-of- 
a-kind punk items donated by Epitaph 
Records, BYO Records and bands from 
all over the country. Though four of OC’s 
biggest punk bands—Pennywise, TSOL, 
the Vandals and the Adolescents—were 
unable to play the benefit because of 
prior commitments, they did offer up 
support by signing guitars, donating 
items and offering funds to help Ruffino 
pay for his medical expenses. Among the 
items up for auction is a bass signed by 
Randy Bradbury from Pennywise, Steve 
Soto from the Adolescents, Mike Watt, 
Fat Mike from NOFX and more. 

For Social Distortion guitarist Jonny 
“2 Bags” Wickersham—who takes 
the stage this weekend with Cadillac 
Tramps—the ability to drum up support 
for a fallen fellow punk such as Raffino 
was never in question. 

“I’m hoping we can get our man taken 
care of, get him healthy,” Wickersham 
says. “There’s so many people rallying 
around that I think it’s going to be a suc¬ 
cess for sure.”

The Man In the 
Iron Mask 

M yndset has the skills of a techno techni¬ 
cian, the soul of a hip-hop DJ and the 
face of a Storm Trooper. As he effortlessly 
splices 50 songs into a 25-song set, there's 
always some point during the performance at 
which it's logical to wonder: Which is more of 
a machine, the laptop or the DJ himself? 

With an original track titled "25th Hour" 
(featuring vocals by Jason Caesar) already 
under his belt this year, Myndset is making 
major waves. The first track he ever pro¬ 
duced landed at No. 45 on the Beatport Pro¬ 
gressive chart in November, a milestone for 
anyone, let alone a DJ who was mixing stale 
Top 40 tracks at every ultra-lounge in OC just 
a few years ago. 

In the mid-2000s, he was a young twen¬ 
tysomething producer feeding the masses 
a weekly dose of Soulja Boy and Justin 
Timberlake. (Myndset is not keen on reveal¬ 
ing his identity for fear of ruining his current 
mystique.) Eventually, he got bored and 
turned his attention toward electronic music. 
Though it hadn't quite reached the apex of 
its popularity, trance and techno offered a 
charge that fed his mechanical soul. With a 
new identity fully programmed, he enrolled 
in OC Weekly's DJ competition in 2008; he 
won and landed a coveted spot on the bill of 
Miami's Ultra Music Festival. 

"That was one of the best days of my life 
and such a cool experience," Myndset says. 
"I was like, 'It's there for the taking if anyone 
wants, but I can do this.' So I practiced the 
shit out of my routine and brought out all my 
tricks as a true turntablist." 

Bigger than the set itself was the reassur¬ 
ance he could make it as a traveling DJ. 

After graduating from a music-production 
school to focus on engineering, he went back 
to UC Irvine to finish his business degree in 
economics. It may seem a robotic field to 
work in, but it comes in handy as he draws 


up his own contracts and doesn't let shady 
venue owners or promoters outmaneuver 
him. But even with a reasonable amount 
of early success in his craft, there was still 
something missing, so in 2010, he created 
Myndset, his EDM DJ alter ego. He wanted 
his audience to no longer see him as a hip- 
hop DJ, but rather to focus on his skills as a 
mixologist of all things pulsating, pounding 
and melodic. 

"When I was thinking about this character 
that I was creating, I told myself, when I 
put this mask on, I had to be in this different 
mindset," he says. Under his new, apt moni-

ker, he's headlining clubs in San Francisco, 
Dallas and New York—with Orlando and 
Portland on the horizon—and taking the 
same stage as big-leaguers such as Chuckie 
and Axwell. 

"The only way you're going to be able to 
cultivate your sound in other markets and 
have a national fan base is by producing 
music in different cities," he says. And with 
a new collaboration—the recently released 
original mix "Swerve" with Wild Boyz on 
Techi Beats Records—Myndset is ready to 
break his last record and continue his natural 
progression into EDM's elite. 

"I did this at a grassroots level, and I 
thinkthat's really cool in building long-term 
relationships with fans," he says. "I get to 
know them, give them stickers, take pic¬ 
tures and send them birthday shout-outs or 
mix tapes. That's important in creating those 
personal relationships. I would love to do 
that in every market." 

Maybe this robot DJ is more human than 
we think.

IN ROCK & ROLL 

THESE BACKUP BELTERS ARE AT THE FRONT 
OFTHE CLASS

N othing pisses rock fans off more than the lead singer of their favorite band 

being replaced. This happens across genres, but it’s most common within hard 
rock—pop, country, and R&B vocalists’ departures are usually a precursor to 
solo efforts; very rarely does the band continue without them. Hard-rock and heavy- 
metal fans, on the other hand, see their favorite bands as a cohesive unit, so when a 
singer leaves, the rest of the band often make an attempt at continuing without them. 
Metal singers are more likely to storm off; they’re apparently a moody lot. We have lots 
of sympathy for the folks called in to replace departing vocalists. So, in support of the 
brave men and women who have dared to attempt to fill the shoes of departing vocal¬ 
ists, we’ve collected our top five favorite replacement singers. 


0 JEAN TERRELL, THE SUPREMES 

Motown president Berry Gordy recruited 24-year- 
old club singer Jean Terrell to replace the departing 
Diana Ross in 1969, amidst falling record sales that 
plagued the formerly unstoppable Supremes. Although 
the group never repeated the success they had with 
Ross, it had several top 10 hits with the angel-voiced 
Terrell, including “Stoned Love” and a cover of “River 
Deep, Mountain High,” for which the Terrell-led 
Supremes teamed with the Four Tops. 



□ BRIAN JOHNSON, AC/DC 

Why do people hate this guy? Seriously, Brian 
Johnson had some of the biggest shoes to fill. Bon 
Scott’s vocals were amazing; although Johnson has the 
same dirty, growly feel to his singing, he doesn’t sound 
exactly like Scott, and he doesn’t try. Not only did AC/ 
DC replace their vocalist, but their first album with 
Johnson, Back In Black, was the biggest of their career, 
as well. From the first clangs of the bell that opens up 
the record, it was obvious AC/DC weren’t going any¬ 
where after Scott’s untimely demise. 



0 DAVID GILMOUR, PINK FLOYD 

Critics love to wax poetic about David Gilmour’s 
guitar playing—he is one of the best. Brought in as a 
fifth member, then bumped to lead after Syd Barrett’s 
breakdown, Gilmour’s hypnotic vocals lent a feather- 
light edge to Floyd’s solid, progressive rock base. His 
singing gave the musicianship and songwriting room to 
shine, and—we’ve gotta say it—post-Waters Floyd gets 
way too much hate. 



0 RONNIE JAMES DIO, BLACK SABBATH 

It’s easy to talk about dead artists being greater 
than they really were; in the case of Dio, however, the 
posthumous accolades feel as though he’s finally getting 
the credit he deserves. Dio, who turned down a scholar¬ 
ship to Juilliard as a youth, was introduced to the Sab¬ 
bath guys by Sharon Osbourne after he left Rainbow; his 
addition breathed new life into the ailing Sabbath, and 
fans count Heaven and Hell and Mob Rules among their 
best albums. 



BRUCE DICKINSON, IRON MAIDEN 

If you want to talk to the most obstinate, know- 
it-all rock dudes ever, find some rabid Paul Di’Anno 
purists. They are correct that Di’Anno was a great 
live singer with serious versatility; they are also cor¬ 
rect that the first two Maiden albums, which feature 
Di’Anno, are spectacular. However, most Maiden fans 
discovered the band with Dickinson on vocals. His voice is a vital part of the band’s magic 
to a generation of headbangers who came of age to this music. Dickinson’s vocals have 
become a caricature—would there be Spinal Tap without Maiden?—because his sound 
resonated so strongly with listeners and meshed so well with the band that it’s burned into 
our brains.

My brother is 22 years old and mentally ill with 
social anxiety on the scale of agoraphobia (offi¬ 
cially diagnosed). He's made significant prog¬ 
ress in the past few years, but he's stuck on the 
fact that he's a virgin and is convinced he's not 
going to make any real social progress until 
that's no longer a fact. His particular problem 
makes it impossible to reason with him —he's 
a little Asperger's-y—and he is convinced he 
will only be able to pursue a job, have a social 
life and tackle other obstacles after he loses his 
virginity. Financially, it would be easy for me to 
drive him to Nevada and eliminate the virginity 
issue. He has asked our mom to do so. My fam¬ 
ily isn't hung up on "purity" as far as sex and 
virginity are concerned, so we're open to this. 

I don't have any illusions that this will solve 
his problems, but my mom and I are hopeful it 
would eliminate an excuse that's keeping him 
from taking positive steps forward. Should I 
offer to take him? Or force him to sort it out on 
his own despite his crippling social issues? 

Socially Interactive Sister 

“I want to commend SIS for considering the 
services of a sex worker in such a positive and 
nonjudgmental way/’ said Siouxsie Q, a San 
Francisco-based sex worker and the creator and 
host of The WhoreCast, a weekly podcast that 
seeks to humanize people working in the sex 
industry. “And I want to reassure her that the 
right provider is out there for her brother.” 

Some will object to your hiring a sex worker 
to help your brother out, of course, but you 
can tell those people to go fuck themselves—or 
you can tell them to rent The Sessions. In that 
acclaimed 2012 film, John Hawkes played a 
poet who is paralyzed from the neck down. 
Helen Hunt played a sexual surrogate—a clini¬ 
cal/glorified sex worker—whom the poet, with 
the blessing of his priest, hires to take his virgin¬ 
ity. No one had a problem with the sex-work 
aspect of The Sessions because Hawkes’ char¬ 
acter is so profoundly and obviously disabled 
that audiences sympathized with his plight: It 
would be difficult, if not impossible, for him to 
get laid any other way. 

While Hawkes’ disability in The Sessions was 
immediately apparent, your brother’s disability is 
no less real for being invisible. So I don’t see why 
anyone should object to your brother getting a 
little professional assistance with his plight. 

So hire a sex worker for your brother, if you 
think it will help—even if it just eliminates an 
excuse that’s blocking his progress—and there’s 
no need to drive to Nevada. Siouxsie suggests 
you look for an “experienced” (read: somewhat 
older) escort with an online presence in your 
area. A sex worker who is over the age of 25 or 
30 and maintains her own website—and has 
write-ups on escort review sites—is not just 
far less likely to be trafficked or exploited, but 
she’s also far more likely to be experienced and 
patient. She may have even worked with men 
such as your brother before. 

“A friend had a client who used her services to 
‘practice’ dating,” Siouxsie said. “Over time, the 
client gained enough confidence to start dating. 

I hope SIS’s brother has a wonderful experience, 
and that boosts his confidence and helps him 
move forward in his life, too.” 

So what do you do once you locate a prospec¬ 
tive sex worker in your area? 

“Send an email explaining the situation and 
your brother’s special needs,” said Siouxsie. 
“There are sex workers out there who special¬ 
ize in working with clients with disabilities, and 
many have experience working with clients who 
might be very similar to your brother.” With a 
little searching, you should be able to find one. If 
the first woman you contact doesn’t work with 
men such as your brother, she may be able to 
refer you to someone who does. 

Once you find your local Helen Hunt, prep

your brother for the experience. “Give him a 
pep talk,” said Siouxsie. “Let him know about 
etiquette and protocol: no haggling, no prying 
for personal information, his personal hygiene 
needs to be impeccable, and he should know 
the basics on protection and STI transmission. 
Above all, he needs to treat her with respect.”
